You will have your chance May 
25 when the Red Cross sets up its 
Blood Bank equipment in the 
Quonset Hut. A free snack will 
be served to each donor. 

All students interested in do- 
nating blood are asked to sign up| -* 
in the Student Health Office by 
Friday. Anyone between the ages 
of 18 and 59 -will be. accepted. 
Notes of permission from parents 
must be presented by those under 
21 unless these persons are mar- 
ried and no longer dependents. 

Donors may make appointments 
for any time that day beginning at 
11 a. m. Five donors can be taken 
every 15 minutes. 

All those giving blood are asked 
to not eat for four hours before 
their appointment. This is so the 
blood given will not separate into 
half blood and half ‘fat. 

Carl Peterson, representative 
from the Red Cross Regional Blood 
Bank, said that the donors will 
feel no pain and that the fluid 
amount given will be replaced 
within a few hours. Peterson add- 
ed that 125 donors are hoped for. 

“We can set no maximum to the 
donations,” he commented, “be- 
cause the more blood available, the 
more doctors will use it.” .
